Philby was at Trinity Col- 
lege before graduating in the 
early 1930s. He fled to Russia 
in 1963 when about to be 
named as third man in the 
notorious Burgess-MacLean 
spy scandal. Guy Burgess is 
now dead. Philby and Donald 
MacLean still live in Moscow. 

“We do not consider Phil- 
by to have been a traitor,” 
said 20-year-old Derek New-' 
ton, chairman of th lunchon 
group which meets weekly as'~ 
the Philby Club. “He exposed; 
the way the old boy system^, 
works — the system that says 
just because you are at Cam- ;
